Egypt Likely to, Lose Her 
Independence Because of 


the Murder of Stack.

GYPTIAN nationalists who assas 

sinated Gen. Sir Lee Stack, sirdar 
of the Egyptian army and governor 
general of the Sudan, brought about 
a crisis for their country and deprived 
it of much of the I{mited lIlberty that 
had been granted it by Great Britain. 
Lord Allenby, British high commis- 
sioner, promptly presented to the 
Egyptian government an ultimatum 
from London and British sea forces 
began. moving toward the land of the 
Nile. The note from the British re 
quired that the Egyptian government 
should: 

1. Present ample apology for the 
crime. 

2. Bring the criminals, whoever they 
are or whatever their age, to condign 
punishment. 

8. Henceforth forbid and vigorously 
mupprens all Popular ery demon- 

tions. F 


5. Ord ‘@renty-tour hours 
the withdraw al tronmithe Sudan of all 
Egyptian officers and purely Egyptian 
units of the Egyptian army. 

@. Notify the competent department 
that the Sudan government will in- 
crease the area to be irrigated at Ge 
gira from 800,000 feddans to an un- 
“limited figure as the need may arise. 

%. Withdraw all opposition in: re 
spect, hereafter specified, to the 
wishes of his -majesty’s government 
concerning protection of foreign Inter- 
ests in Egypt. 

The two last demands were the 
hardest for the Egyptians to accept, 
and Premier Zagloul Pasha rejected 
them, yielding to the others. The In- 
demnity was paid at once and the 
Egyptian troops began withdrawing 
from the Sudan. Then Zagloul re- 
signed and was succeeded by Ahmed 
Ziwar Pasha, who formed a moderate 
ministry. Meanwhile the British had 
occupied the customs at Alexandria 
and followed this up with impressive 
parades of troops through that city 
and Cairo. The British cabinet held 
up further measures to give Ziwar a 
chance, and London believed there 
was no danger of serious trouble, for 
the population f ene seemed qulet. 
protested to all panties of the world 
and to the League of Nations, ‘and for 
a few days the French talked excited- 
ly of laying the affair before the 
league, but !t was quite evident that, 
Premier Baldwin and Foreign Minis- 
ter Chamberlain had laid out their 
course and would not be diverted. The 
Laborites In England and tn milder 
degree the Liberals attacked the gov- 
ernment for what they termed Ité 
brutality and oppression, and it was 
generally belleved the result would 
be the resumption of the British pro- 
tectorate over Egypt. At least, the 
Egyptians have lost all chance of en- 
forcing their claims for joint control 
of the Sudan, and also the British will 
now be free to divert all the Nile wa- 
ter they desire for the Sudanese cot- 
ton fields through the Gezira Irriga- 
tion project. The British ministers 
strongly resent the obvious compari- 
eon of their action with that of Aus- 
tria after the Sarajevo assassination, 
pointing out that they hnve only put 
{nto operatton powers that weres ex- 
preasiy reserved In the grant of inde- 
pendence to Egypt. They assert the 
affair is not the business of the 
League of Nations, since Egypt is not 
a member of the league. 

ECRETARY WILBUR in his an- 

nual report sets forth a lot of 
facta and fignres that fre discourag- 
ing to those who believe in having the 
nation {n a state of prephrediness to 
resist attack by a foreign for.

There {sa shortage of officers and 
men properly to man the ships.

Though officers are needed, congress 
has reduced the capacity of Annapolis 
to turn out officers by limiting appoint- 
ments of cadets to three. instead of 
five for each senator and representa- 
tive,

The Massachusetts safety council 
has appointed a special committee to 
make an exhaustive study of why 
10,000 pedestrians were injured or 
killed by: motor vehicles in Massa-. 
chusetts during the last. 12 months. 
Several thousand persons are now 
under observation to determine their 
mental attitude toward vehicular 
traffic as indicated in the percentage 
who take needles risks. Motorists are 
being checked up to determine the 
amount of reasonable care that they 
show when approaching jay walkers. 
The study also includes an investiga- 
tion of danger to children at play in 
the streets. 


Crime is on the increase in Boston. 
Figures obtained at Police headquar- 
ters, beginning with Dec. 1 last and 
ending Oct. 31, show that during 
that period there have been 77,241 
arrests. Last year for the same peri- 
od the figures, which were then con- 
sidered very high, a jump of more 
than a thousand over the preceding 
period, were 69,999. The records 
show that drunkenness during this 
perfod has decreased. There were 
36,612 arrests the past year, as 
againet 37,742 the previous year. 
One reason for the drop, according 
to reliable authority, is that judges 
of the Municipal Court lost their pa- 
tience with drunks who came to court 
often and many have been sent away. 


Instead of “haling automobflists 
into court for minor violations of the 
automobile laws, suth as parking, 
failure to sound horn; entering one- 
way streets, etc., Frank A. Goodwin, 
Massachusetts Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, would have the offenses re- 
ported to him, with»power to eus- 
pend or revoke the licenses of per- 
sistent offenders. Mr. Goodwin makes 
this suggestion {n a supplementary 
report to the joint special commit-

Famous Forts in 
U. S. History

He Cut the Cross From the 
F British Flag 


In 1686 the colonists of Massachu- 
setts. buy were In a state of great per- 
turbution. The muster of a British 
ship which had salled into Boston har- 
bor had demunded to know why no 
flug wus flying: over the little pall- 
saded fort on Castle islund to render 
him ‘a salute and be saluted in turn. © 
That was an embarrassisg question, 
for a short time before one Richard 
Davenport, acting upon the orders of 
stern old John Endicott, had cut the 
cross out of the British flag bécause 
to that dour Puritan leader {t sym- 
bollzed the ancient Catholic religion 
of the mother country. That was one 
reason why no flag flew over Castle, 
Jeland, and It took considerable ex-! 
plaining to avoid unpleasant results. 

Thus early in Massachusetts his-! 
tory, Castle island, this little scrap of! 
land less than a dozen acres In ex-; 
tent, became-an Important spot. The; 
next incident in its history came in; 
1689, when the hatred of the colonists! 
for thelr governor, Sir Edmund Andros, | 
resulted in a revolt and one of the 
first places they seized, because of its, 
strategic importance, was the little 
fort 6n Castle island. 

In_1705 Colonel Romer, a famous 
English engineer, was employed to re-: 
pair the fort, whose paHsades had 
fallen into sad disrepair. He demol- 
ished all of the old works and erected’ 
new ones of timbers and earth, and 
this new fortification, the most for- 
midable that had yet graced Castle Is- 
land, was named Castle William, or 
Fort William, {In honor of the ruling 
British king. 

During the French wars, Fort WII- 
Mam was one of the most important 
defenses along the Atlantic coast, and 
at the close of these wars it had @ 
total of 120 guns mounted on Its walls, 
It was strongly garrisoned by the Brit- 
{sh at the outbreak of the Revolution 
as an aid in holding the rebelilous col- 
onists Im subjection, but when Lord 
Howe evacuated Boston in 1776 the 
British flag was lowered over Fort 
William, never to be raised there 
again. 

In 1798 Massachusetts ceded Fort 
William to the federal government. 
The next year when: President John 
Adams visited Boston he suggested 
that Fort Independence would be a: 
more’ ‘appropriate, name for this defen- 
der of American libertfas, and his sug-

Where Our Flag First Faced 


an Enemy 

On the morning of August 3, 1777, an 
army of 1,700 British, Tories and In- 
dians led by Gen, Barry St. Leger, ap- 
peared before a little palisaded struc- 
ture known as Fort Schuyler, which 
stood on the present site of Rome, N. 
Y., and which was garrisoned by a 
small force of Americans commanded 
by Col. Peter Gansevoort and Col. 
Marinus Willet. As the enemy drew 
near, they saw flying above the fort a 
strange flag, red and white stripes 
with 18 stars on a blue fleld. 

Having heard that congress had 
adopted this, form of emblem, the gar- 
rison had made Its own flag—the 
white stripes from a. soldier's shirt, 
the red ones from the petticoat of one 
of the women in the fort and the blue 
field from an old cloak worn by one 
of the officers.. Thus for the first time 
in history the Stars and Stripes float- 
ed in the face of an enemy, and its 
appearance was a historic occasion. 

If St. Leger succeeded in taking the 
fort, he could proceed down the Mo- 
hawk valley without opposition, join 
forces with General Burgoyne at Al- 
bany and together the ‘two generals 
would march on New York and end 


.the Revolution by cutting off its 


“head,” New England, from the other 
colonies. For more than two weeks 
the British leader laid siege to the 
fort. Then came the fierce little bat- 
tle of Oriskany where old “Honikol” 


(Herkimer, who was marching to Fort 


Schuyler’s relief, won his costly vic- 
tory, alded by a brilliant sortie led 
by Colonel Willet, over St. Leger’s 
motley army. When the demoralized 
enemy forces retreated, the crude lit- 
tle banner still flew above the fort, 
and below it hung five British flags. 
Fort Schuyler is also known by Its 
earlier name, Fort Stanwix, in honor 
of Gen. John Stanwix who built !t in 
1758. In 1768 it was the scene of Sir 
William Johnson's famous treaty with 
the Iroquois by which he gained for * 
the English king the title to much of 
what Is now New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Kentucky. A short 
time later the fort was destroyed, and 
when it. was rebuilt tn 1776 it was 
named Fort Schuyler in honor of Gen. 


{Philip Schuyler, the defender of the 


New York frontier. Late in the Revo- 
lation Fort Schuyler was destroyed by 
fire and wag never rebuilt, but upon 
this historic spot another important 
event occurred. In 1784 what its 
known as the treaty of Fort Schuyler 
was signed between the Iroquois and 
the United States and in It the six 
nations ceded to the United States 
forever their claim to the Northwest 
Territory, the great inland empire 
which now comprises Ohio, Indiana, 


‘Milinols, Wisconsin and Michigan.

A Freuch sclentist hus discovered

the electricity {0 trees. He connecte 
a copper plute attached to a tree, and 
another plate burted In the earth, with 
4 gulvanometer, a delicate instrument 
which ineusures the strength of weak 
currents of electricity, and obtained 
a record of the current passing througb

With ‘three trees connected In the 
sume way the power was inc-eased, 
the experdment, with a Iike result, be 
ing continued until twenty trees were 
Noked cp Ip this fashion, 

The scientist ‘then pluced two cop- 
per plates In the earth, about six feet 
apart, and with the current thus ob- 
tained iightec a sinall electric lamp.

At this time It was used exclu- 
sively in the preparation of medicines.

food It was regarded with suspicion. 
It was sald to be heating, to be tad 
for the lungs and to cause apoplexy.

HOME CANDY MAKING 

There are few homes where the 
young people do not delight to make 
thelr own Christmas can- 
dies.

Stir 
untll the sugar is dissolved and when 
the boiling point is reached add three 
squares of chocolate. stir constantly 
until the chocolate is melted. Boil 
until a firm ball can be gathered with 
the fingers from a drop, put into cold 
water. Add vanilla and turn into but- 
tered pans to cool. Mark in squares 
before it is too hard. 

Glace.—This is a glace which. may 
be used for-dipping frult or nuts.

made frult cake. The fol- 
lowing recipe may be di- 
vided {nto small indlvid- 
ual pans, making two 
dozen half-pound cakes 
or five or six larger louf 
cakes, Fruit cake js not 
Inexpensive; the raw ma- 
terlals alone will be quite an Item if 
many cakes are prepared. 

Sponge Cake for Two.—Beat the 
yolks of two eggs until light, and add 
one-half cupful of sifted sugar and 
one-eighth teaspoonfu! of cream of tar- 
in one teaspoonful of 
cold water. Beat aguin till very light, 
add the grated rind of one-quarter of 
Then add alter- 
nately, one-half cupful of sifted flour 
and atiffly beaten egg whites. Bake 
in a lightly greased floured pan forty 
minutes or In patty tins. 

Luncheon Eclairs.—Bake the usual 
cream puff in very small finger-sized 
puffs. When ready to serve, slit the 
puff at the side and fill with a mix- 
ture of finely diced bacon cooked crisp- 
ly, and moistened with chutney; serve 
hot. If chutney is not to he obtained 
a Hittle chill sauce may be used. 
Serve with the salad course. 

The Ilttle people especially love to 
make things. With a litle paste and 
pretty wall paper they may cover plain 
boxes and make them very beautiful. 
These they will I!ke to fill with picked- 
out nutmeats, candy or Christmas 
cakes or cookies.

- THE MAN BORN BLIND 


LESSON TEXT—John 9:1-41. 

GOLDEN TEXT—One thing I knew 
that whereas I was blind now I see.— 
John 9:26. 

PRIMARY TOPIC—Jesus 
Blind Man’s Eyes. 

JUNIOR TOPIC—Jesus Heals a Man 
Who Is Blind.

1. Working the Works of God While 
It Is Day (vv. 1-5). 

1. The Disciples’ Problem (vv. 1, 2). 
In thelr minds all affiletion, negative 
and positive, was God's retribution for 
sin. ‘Therefore they argued that this 
man’s blindness proved sin, They rec- 
ognized, too, that the effect of sin Is 
sometimes hereditary. This they no 
doubt inferred from the second com- 
mandment (Ex. 20:5). The implication 
fs that they held the view that men 
have a pre-existence, and that suffer- 
ing In this Hfe may be the result of 
sins committed in that pre-existenc 
state. 

2. The Lord’s Answer (vv. 8-5). The 
Lord avers that in this case there is 
neither sin on the man’s part, por that 
of his parents, but that it wus an oc- 
ension for thé display uf the works of 
God, and that He had come to execute 
this task while it is day, because the 
night comes when no man can work. 

if. The Man’s .Eyes Opened (vv. 
6, 7). 

Observe that the means used in this 
miracle were little less than foolish fn 
themselves, How Illy adapted natural- 
ly would a plaster of mud be to apply 
to the eye, the most delicate and sensi- 
tive of all the organs of the body. 
What is more to be avoided than sand 
{in touch with the eye? The object 
must have been to teach this man the 
utter inadequacy of the means to the 
accomplishment of the end that he 
might be caused to look from the 
means to the one who used them, that 
he might be convinced that the power 
was of God. Then, too, the washing In 
the pool would teach him the absolute 
necessity of immediate and explicit 

obedience in order sto enjoy God's 
blessings. 

Iii. The Man’s Testimony 
18-38). * 

In his testimony we have @& fine ex- 
ample of the Gerglopment of faith. The 
opening of this man’s eyes aroused in- 
quiry among his neighbors. When a 
man’s spiritual eyes are opened there 
will be a stir among his friends, 

1. He testifies to his personal {den- 
tity (v. 9). This was very ensy. His 
self-consclousness enabled him to 
know that he was the same man who 
was born blind. 

2. He testifies as to how It was done 
(vv. 11, 15). So definite was his ex- 
perience that he was able to tell just 
how it was done. 

3. He testifies that the One who 
opened his eyes was a prophet (v. 17). 

4. He testifies that this healer was 
no doubt sent of God (vv. 30-35), ond 
fs the greatest worker of miracles 
since fhe world began. 

5. Finally, he worships Him as the 
Son of God. Noe 

IV. The Results of His Confession. 

1. As to the people, they were dl- 
vided In sentiment. Some nelleved He 
was from God because of His works; 
others that He yas a sinner because 
He did His work on the Sabbath day. 

2. As to the man, they cast him out. 
But being cast out by men he found 
himself in the arms’ of Jesus. He fs 
led on to a deeper faith. He first saw 
Him as a miracle worker, then as a 
prophet, and finally as the Son of God, 
and when he percelved Him to: be the 
Son of God he worshiped Him. 

The whole lesson may be viewed 
from three angles: 

1. As an acted parable of the life 
that issues in fsith in Christ, an tllus- 
tration of the spiritual sphere in terms 
of the physical sphere. 

2. Testimony to the Delty of our 
Lord. This testimony is threefold: 

(a) The miracle. itself, an unheard- 
of work, that a man born blind should 
receive his sight; (b) the unwilling ad- 
missions of the enemles themselves 
who made a public and official investi- 
gation; (c) the testimony of the man 
himself and that of his parents. 

8. An iNuminating example of faith’s 
development. _

In the. case ‘of, 
other, farms in this county which | 
were rented to kinsfolks, the cash 
rent was $3.49 per acre, which a- 
mounted to a gross return to the 
owner of 6.8 per cent on the rated 
value of his land, mthich was $52.00 | 
per acre._- | 

While these figures may’ not apply | 
with equal force to individual farms | 
in the county, elaborate tests in most 
counties have shown them %6o be cor- 
rect. Furthermore, while it is true 
that these figures are based on 1820 
reports and land values in most 
states have fallen materially since 
that time, it is believed that cash 
rents have fallen in approximately 
like proportion. The ratio between 
rents and land values given above 
may- therefore be taken as applying 
to the present year. Sfate and local | 
taxes in most state, are somewhat 
higher than in 1920, consequently 
the net rent income is usually lower. ! 

What effect existing conditions | 
will have on farm tenancy in the 
coming decade, there is no forecast- 
ing, the Foundation states,but in the 
long run the rate of net returns must 
determine the-selling_price of land. _

Properly Prepared . 
Poultry for Market 


Fowls Should Be Confined 
Few Days and Fed Mash. 


Poultry that are hastily canght up 
and taken to market before they are 
properly prepared for market will 
prove unsatisfactory both to the dealer 
and consumer, according to O. A. Bar- 
ton, poultry specialist of the North 
Dakota Agricultural college, 

“The poultry should be confined to 
close quarters and fed a wet mash of

| corn or. wheat, oats and barley, ground 


fine and wet with either buttermilk 
or sour milk makes a good fattening 
ration. Use one pound of ground feed 
and two pounds of milk. If milk {is not 
available, add 15 to 20 per cent of 
meat scraps or tankage to the ground 
feed and wet with water, using one 
and one-half pounds of water to one 
pound of ground feed. This should be 
fed three times daily, but only what 
will be consumed in ten to fifteen min- 
ufes. 

“If cull hens are not in good condi- 
tion It is a good idea to feed them the 
same ration. Turkeys need to be 
grown out well before atteinpting to 
finish them for the market. Access to 
sour milk and dry mash of the ground 
feed mentioned will help materially to 
develop the. birds.” 


Conditions Required to 
Store Roots for Winter 


The three conditions necessary for 
successfully storing root crops are, 
good ventilution, freedom from damp- 
ness and a temperature just above the 
freezing spoint.. A coal cellar is the 
most convenient place but outside pits 
may be used if necessary. Bins in the 
barn where tlre temperature does not 
vary too much may also be_ used. 
From 20 to 80 pounds of beets make 
a good feed for a dairy cow. Since 
they are low in protein, other feeds 
should be furnished to provide this 
Important part of the ration. A ra- 
tion of beets with alfalfa or clover hay 
may be fairly satisfactory, but If the 
hay is not of good quality, some nar- 
row ratio concentrnte Hke bran or 
of} meal must be ‘added. 


Correct Proportion of 
Alfalfa to Feed Pigs 


Not more than 5 per cent of a plg’s 
ration should consist of ground alfalfa. 
If made to eat more than that he will 
not gain as rapidly as without it. The 
best way to feed alfalfa to pigs is in 
the form of hay. However, sometimes 
they will not eat {t in that form and 
when the ration is such that they 
ought to have some of {t, it should 
be ground and mixed with the feed. 
Allow the pigs to balance their own 
ration by letting then help themselves 
from a self-feeder. 


Fix Drain for Silo 


There {is considerable difference of 
opinion among dairy experts as to 
whether a atlo should or should not 
have a conerete floor and drain. 
Thousands of silos are In use and giv- 
ing satisfactory service without a con- 
crete floor, while many good dairy 
men think that a concrete floor and 
drain is an advantage. If the soll 
underneath will permit: liquid to be 
absorbed, then a hole In the floor js 
all that is needed in the way of a 
drain,

Sparrow Is Blamed for 


Spreading New Disease 


A new count has been found in the 
indictment against the English spar- 
row. Not only is he noisy, filthy, and 
pugnacious, but he sometimes harbors 
a parasite and spreads infection to 
other birds. 

That this parasite may also affect 
chickens and turkeys, a fact which 
seems never to have been noted be 
fore, is reported by Dr. W. A. Riley 
of the division of entomology. and 
economic zoology and Dr. H. C. H. 
Kernkamp of the division of veteri- 
nury medicine, University of Minne 
sotu, who examined infested chickens 
from a flock raised on the shore of 
Lake Minnetonka and turkeys from a 
farm near Vining, Ottertail county. 

The university men found that the 


fowls were infested with a: parasitic) 


worm which lives in tumors ‘or cysts || 
about the size of buckshot on the skin, 
these tumors being more ‘numerous 
near the vent and extending up over 
the body and on the» legs. While 
there is no evidence that the health 
of infested fowls will suffer materially, 
the presence of the tumors will un- 
duubtedly lessen the market value of 
poultry. 

“The parasite has been known in 
Europe for more than 100 years as oc- 
curring in song birds and has been re- 
ported a few times on wild birds in 
this country,” says Doctor Riley, “but 
was never known to be on poultry.” 


Keep Cabbage in Cellar 


at Proper Temperature 


Cabbage keeps best at a temperature 
slightly above freezing from 38 to 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. Many cellars are 
too warm for cabbnge and when it is 
to be stored in large amounts the 
best method ts the outside pit. When 
the cellar is kept at the desired tein- 
perature the best way of keeping the 
cabbage in {it Is to bury the heads in 
boxes of sand. Only the good, solid 
heads should be stored. They should 
be pulled when they rench a good size 
but not left until very large. The late 
varieties should be stored as they 
keep better thun others.

DAIRY 


CARING FOR CALVES FOR CALVES 
AN IMPORTANT TASK 


There ig no doubt that for the best 
results the duiry herd should be “home- 
grewn.” Of course, there is a limit to 
the poxsibility of doing this, for it is 
be’'sxury to get out Into the market 
tOa4ke the start. The point whieh Is 
to bv emphasized, however, is that.you_ 
know just what you have when you 
False your own cows. By careful selec 
tion, the herd can be bullt tnto a pro- 
duction unit of the highest efficiency. 
Moreover, every care may be taken to 
Insure the maximum development of 
the heifers, -SWhem one considers the 
Importunt part in the development of 
the herd played by the development of 
the culf he realizes that the subject of 
carinz for his calves ts one of the very 
hizhest Importance. 

‘Lhe first attention should be to the 
Prenatal care of the calf. Before ever 
the culf Is born much may be done to 
ether help or hinder Its development 
Into a valuable animal. The cow 
shou.’ always have at least six weeks 
Or two un, onths, rest before she freshens, 
By drying her off this long before 
calving you are able to give her diges- 
tive system o rest and she can be bet- 
ter prepared for the work she must do 
during the ensuing year. The impor 
tance of this rest period Is not appre 
eluted by many people. 

Puring the rest period, before partu- 
mition, the cow requires only such food 
as will maintain her In topnotch condi- 
tion. Of course, assurance must be 
bad that the unborn calf is obtalning 
the required nourishment. Cooling, 
laxative feed-stuffs should be supplied. 
Only the grain necessary to proper 
maintenance should be fed. The best 
grains for use as occasion demands are 
bran and some oats. If the cow is 
much below condition, you may feed 
a very little corn. If it 1s absolutely 
necessary to bulld up the cow’s condil- 
tion hy feeding corn or other fattening 
an beating feeds, build up gradually. 

If it ts possible for the cow to be on 
pasture, conditions will be much more 
conducive to the welfare of both cow 
and calf. Little other feed than that 
obtained from the pasture itself will be 
required. In the winter, corn silage 
will best provide the bulk of the feed, 
together with plenty of clover, alfalfa 
or other legume hay. The winter ra- 
tion should be supplemented by grain. 
Even in the winter avoid the use of 
corn and feeds which are binding to a 
greater or less degree. Timothy and 
cottonseed meal are examples of these 
desirable feeds. For a ration dur- 

tite fest perivd, If it comes in the 
‘winter, use some such combination as 
ftound oats, three parts; wheat bran, 
two parts, oll meal, one part. 

{A few days before the calf Is born, 
the feed should still be further reduced 
and special attention paid to preserv- 
Ing the laxative conditions. 

Immediately after freshening the 
cow should begin to receive a larger 
amount. of feed until in a month or sa 
she {ts on full rations.—Successful 
Farming. 


Frequent Milking for 


Increased Production 


In the Journal of Dairy Science ap- 
pears a study by Professors Ragsdale, 
Turner and Brody, of the University 
of Missouri, on milk production and 
the effect thereon of milking at va- 
rious periods. 

Four cows were used in the expert- 
ment and they were milked at Inter- 
vals ranging from one to thirty-six 
hours, The deductions are,that the 
oftener the cow was milked, the great- 
er would be her total production, or to 
use the words of the authors, “the 
greater the amount of milk accumu- 
lated in the udder, or the longer the 
interval between milkings, the less the 
speed of milk secretion in unit time.” 

If the production of milk during the 
first hour be taken as 100 per.cent, the 
rate of secretion during each succeed- 
ing hour is approximately 95 per cent 
of the preceding hour. Therefore, if a 
cow produced 17.2 pounds milk when 
milked twice daily, If milked three 
times dally she would produce 18.9 
pounds, and If milked four times dully 
the amount would be 20 pounds. 

Cows milked three times daily would 
produce 110 per cent of the amount 
they produced when milked twice a 
day, and if milked three times dally 
they would produce 116 per cent of the 
amount they produced on twice-a-day 
milking. 


How to Remove Warts 


To remove warts from a calf tle a 
string around the warts as close to 
the hide as possible. This will sever 
them in a short time. Masses of warts 
may be removed by rubbing castor ofl 
on them tyvice a day. Those that do 
not respond to this grensing should be 
touched with dilute nitric acid, after 
applying lard to the surrounding skin 
to protect it from the acid. 


Feed for Dairy Cows 


All the feeds ordinarily grown on 
the farm have an ample supply of 
carbohydrates, while nearly. all are 
short fn protein. When clover or al- 
falfa hay Is ‘available for on 
rations composed of. either,-4n combi- 
nation with farm grains, may be mr 
justed to the needs of cows, but with 
other roughage, such as marsh hay, 
prairie hay, timothy, millet, sorghum, 
fodder corn, stover, and straw, some 
concentrate with a high protein con- 
pent nrust be added to the ration
